Common Cold 
Gerin Found 


.V,ASHINGTON (/P)—A long- 
seaght objective of science—lab- 
yratory isolation and growth of a 
“cormmon cold’ germ—has been 
achieved by two researchers of 
the National Institute of Health. 

The development, t,, which opens 
the way to the “possibility” of 
producing a _ protestive vaccine 
against this germ, was announc- 
ed by Doctors Norman Topping 
and Leon T. Atlas. 

Starting with material taken 
from the nose of another scient- 
ist who was stricken with a nat- 
ural cold, the doctors said they 
were able to grow in the fluid 
of fertile hens’ eggs an “agent” 
which produced a _ characteristic 
cold in 57 or 60 prisoner volun- 
teers innoculated with it. 

The researchers said the exact 
nature of the germ they have cor- 
alled is not yet known. It is pre- 
sumed to be a virus. 

It has been kept alive and pro- 
pagated for almost a year now 
by passage through eight batches 
of eggs.
